Into his Gorge, nor doth he much devour : 
And though his Stature be admir d, yet he 
Doth ſeem much pleas d with Mediocritie : | 
Bt that which makes che wonder ſeem more rife, 
This ſo great Gyant hath a little Wife; 
By whoſe Advice he's carryed up and down | 
From Court to Countrey, and from Town to Town, 
He is her Gain, where ever he doth go, 
Tis ſhe receives the Money for the Sho w, 
A Woman lovely, and in all compleat; 
And though but little, yet her wit is great? 
Thus heretofore true Love with Love did dy 
The faithful Phillz, and the good Sir Cuy: 
But that a Gyant, one ſo tall in ſhow, 
Should chooſe a Wife, and live with one ſo low, 
Is more than ever any Age yet knew; 


And haply more than Age again ſhall view. 
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
